Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 4/24/2004 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
U.S. co-pending application 11/375,161 and U.S. co-pending application 10/806,242 
has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded.

The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The added material which is not supported by 
the original disclosure is as follows: "A computer useable recording medium having 
computer logic stored thereon for executing on a processor, the computer program logic 
comprising..."
